Only a few items of busi¬ 
ness came before the council 
on Tuesday evening and the 
table was cleared within a 
couple of hours. Present were 
Mayor Aboussafy, Councillors 
Dutil, Jenkins, Lowe, Ramsay 
and Wood. 

Mr. R. A. Montalbetti, pro¬ 
prietor of Modern Electric, 
was present to inform council 
he contemplated erecting a 
warehouse at the rear of his 
main street store and desired 
information re the construc¬ 
tion material which would 
conform to the town’s fire 
law. In discussing the sub¬ 
ject later in the meeting the 
council decided that Mr. Mon¬ 
talbetti would have to adhere 
to the fire laws and build a 
fireproof warehouse. 

A letter was received advis¬ 
ing council that the radio car 
from Calgary would would be 
in town shortly. 

A letter from Edmonton 
stated that the provincial san¬ 
itary inspector would be here 
this week-end. Council will 
accompany the inspector on 
his inspection. 

Elliot Shows will play here 
June 25-26 and Crescent Shows 
on August 2,3, 4. 

A statement was received 
from Holy Cross hospital to¬ 
talling $207.16. This sum was 
incurred for hospitalization 
by Wm. Kosma from March 3 
to April 2. Council turned 
the statement over to its sol¬ 
icitor. 

Roy Whitehouse asked that 
he be granted water service 
to his new Fifth street home. 


Request was granted, cost of 
the project was estimated at 
$230. A second request for 
water service was received 
from a party on the flat. How¬ 
ever a survey will be made of 
the flat to determine the num¬ 
ber of saleable lots and how 
best to serve future require¬ 
ments at minimum cost. 

Council and Solicitor Sam 
Bannan spent considerable 
time discussing the debt owed 
the town by Frank Horejsi, 
tenant in a town-owed home 
on-Second street. The house 
is rented at $10 per month 
and arrears at the present 
time total $200. Some money 
has been collected in the past 
by having it deducted from his 
pay statement by court order. 
It was decided to use legal 
means to collect the arrears 
and authority was given Sol¬ 
icitor Bannan to have Mr. 
Horejsi and family evicted 
from the premises. 

Last year council promised 
the tennis club that should it 
abandon the open air skating 
rink project and have no fur¬ 
ther use for the rink shacks it 
would give one to the club. 
The club recently approached 
a councillor and the subject 
was dealt with on Tuesday 
evening. Majority of the 
councillors were in favor of 
maintaining the open air rink. 
It was decided that the fence 
be demolished as it is an eye¬ 
sore and the area kept intact 
for the rink. As a result the 
shacks will be retained by the 
town.

Bellevue Drug 
Store Suffered 
$10 r 000 Fire Loss 

Fire Started In Stock Room; 

Discovered by Mineworker 

Enroute Home Shortly After 

11 p.m. Wednesday, April 14. 

A heart - breaking loss was 
suffered by Alwyn Haysom on 
Wednesday evening of last week 
when fire of unknown origin 
broke out in the store room at 
the rear of his Bellevue Phar¬ 
macy and created damage and 
loss in excess of $10,000. 

Mr. Haysom is unable to 
throw any light as to how the 
fire started. He and his staff 
had closed the store at the us¬ 
ual evening hour and everything 
appeared normal. Shortly after 
11 o’clock that evening a mine- 
worker, enroute home, was pass¬ 
ing the store and his attention 
was attracted to the windows 
which were making a rattling 
noise. He immediately saw that 
the store was on fire and call¬ 
ed the alarm. 

Mr. Haysom was at the store 
within a few minutes and he 
states the smoke was so thick 
the light from his flashlight was 
unable to penetrate it to any 
distance. Mr. William Duncan, 
of the Bellevue Inn, brought 
some fire extinguishers into 
play and the fire was more or 
less under control when the fire 
department arrived to put the 
fire completely out. 

Examination revealed the fire 
had started in the stock room. 
New and surplus stock had been 
kept here and the stock along 
with shelves were completely 
destroyed. Lack of air currents 
of sufficient volume to permit 
the flareup in uncontrolled fury 
caused much stock to be des¬ 
troyed by charring. 

Smoke and water took their 
toll and between them did con¬ 
siderable damage. 

The store was closed for a 
brief period to assess the dam¬ 
age and to clean up the debris 
scattered thoughout the store. 
The close friendship he has 
made with customers and citi¬ 
zens of the Bellevue community 
stood him in good stead on Fri¬ 
day evening when half a dozen 
or more of his friends arrived 
at the store armed with brooms, 
scrub brushes, pails, soap, etc. 
and with a cheery “Come on 
Haysom, let’s get busy” worked 
from 7 p.m. until midnight 
cleaning out the front of the 
store and rearranging stock so 
that he could open on Saturday, 
pay-day, and make it possible 
for him to collect accounts on 
business conducted prior to the 
fire. 

Mr. Haysom assesses his loss 
in excess of $10,000. In addition 
to stock and shelfing he lost 
valuable fixtures such as his ice 
cream freezing equipment which 
in itself is over $1,000. Partial 
insurance covered the loss on 
the fire. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Haysom 
are both former Coleman young 
people and local friends heard 
with regret of their severe loss.

Few Hours Later; Body Tak¬ 
en To Vancouver For Burial. 

Pass friends of George Short, 
61, heard with surprise and re¬ 
gret Tuesday afternoon, April

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Conservation Of Wild Life 


THE APPROACH OF SPRING, the breaking up of rivers, the coming 
of pussy willows, the appearance across the skies of wild bird life in forma¬ 
tion to nesting grounds of the North, and the song bird in the trees, is the 
one time that man’s attention is drawn to the beauties of Nature more than 
at any season of the year. In speaking of Nature’s beauty, the Prairies 
has been blessed with some of the prettiest bird and animal life that can 
be seen the world over, and the importation of the beautiful English or 
ring-necked pheasant, which has adopted the Prairies as its nesting grounds 
and have thrived in great numbers, has added to its beauty. 

The recent observing of the Canadian National Wild 
National Wild Life Week, with its motto of conservation of Can- 
Life Week ada's wild life, should have a very significant value 
to us of the Prairies, as the Western Canadian prai¬ 
ries has been the haven of hunters for many years, and special care should 
be taken that we do not destroy the beauties that we have been so favored 
with. In an article, “Jack Miner’s Philosophy” written by Margaret Wade, 
forcibly gave the ideals of Canada’s great naturalist, in his theory that “it 
was left to man to control and balance Nature.” It stated that the late 
Jack Miner was often heard to say from lecture platforms: "Man is Na¬ 
ture’s first assistant, or God’s viceroy”, and in his books and newspaper 
articles always he would write: “God put the birds and animals here for 
man’s use and control”.

WHat Happened lifetime, asking, “What happened the ducks?” 
The Ducks ? Everybody pointed his finger at the gun as the 

sole cause of their disappearance, but it was 
Jack Miner's habit to state that seventy-five per cent, of the eggs laid by 
ducks never matured to adult birds, they being destroyed by crows, skunks, 
magpies and weasels. He knew whereof he spoke because back in the late 
twenties Jack Miner crossed Western Canada seven times and saw what 
was happening. Crows, for instance, were so numerous that they were 
nesting on telegraph lines. Had these destroyers been reduced by the hunt¬ 
ers in the same proportion as the hunters were reducing the duck popula- [ 
tion, men would not now be asking, “what happened to the ducks”.

May Equal 1942 
Boom Record 

CALGARY—Alberta oil production 
climbing back toward boom records 
set in 1942 when Turner Valley was 
its heyday. Production then at 
one time reached 30,000 barrels a 
day. Production in January, 1948, 
was up almost one third Over the | 
1947 figure. It stood at 24,500 bar¬ 
rels daily and was climbing fast. 

Figures released by the Alberta I 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Conser¬ 
vation Board reveal that in January, [ 
1948, Turner Valley production was 
15,046 barrels. 

Alberta still hung on to its position 
i Canada's No. 1 oil producer. In 
January it turned out 687,447 barrels 
of oil compared with 73,753 barrels 
produced by Saskatchewan. Small 
amounts were produced in Ontario 
and New Brunswick.

Dominion To Spend Millions 
On Canada's Western Parks 


Expenditure Is Par! Ol Government's Over-All Plan 
To Encourage Tourists To Come To This Country 

aside for auto trailers will be extend¬ 
ed and equipped with kitchen and 
dining shelters. 

In Elk Island Park a total of 
$168,000 Is to be spent, while Water- 
ton Lakes National Park is to get 
$416,000. The sum of $25,000 will go 
towards improving Glacier Park. 

The department is proceeding with 
work at Riding Mountain National 
Park in Manitoba where it will spend 
$487,000 and at Prince Albert Park, 
Saskatchewan, where it will spend 
$389,300. 

In British Columbia $206,000 will 
be spent in Yoho National Park, 
$687,000 in Kootenay Park and $37,- 
000 in Mount Revelstoke National 
Park. 

In addition the department is 
spending $128,000 for head office, 
$81,600 for parks and resources in¬ 
formation and $167,000 for national 
historic sites and landscaping work 
generally. 


OTTAWA. — The Dominion 
government is going to spend 
a totaled more than $5,482,000 
in Canada's western parks 
during the fiscal year 1948-49. 
Thjs expenditure, the bulk of the 
$7,372,000 which is being spent on all 
national parks during the year, is 
part of the government’s over-all 
plan to encourage tourists to come 
to this country and spend their Unit¬ 
ed States dollars. 

The largest amount to be spent on 
any one park is ‘he sum of $2,308,000 
on Jasper National Park. Here the 
government plans to create a great 
recreational centre in Jasper town- 
site which will bo provided with a 
swimming pool and other recreation¬ 
al facilities such as tennis courts, 
bowling greens, and, eventually skat- 
g and curling facilities. 

In addition two new campsites will 
be established at the junction of the 
Maligne and Athabasca rivers and at 
Pocahontas in Jasper Park. Six major 
road projects in Jasper are to be pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

At Banff National Park a total ol 
$656,650 is being spent where exten¬ 
sive work is planned for the Tunnel 
Mountain Camp ground. Here it is 
proposed to remodel 30 buildings ac¬ 
quired from the department of na¬ 
tional defence and make them avail¬ 
able for public use.

OTTAWA.- A distinctively Cana¬ 
dian flag to be flown from the ship 
of the senior Canadian officer present 
afloat, in both Canadian and foreign 
ports, has been adopted by the Royal 
Canadian Navy, it was announced by 
Hon. Brooke Claxton, Minister of Na¬ 
tional Defence. 

The flag will be triangular in shape, 
and will be dark blue with a white 
St. George's cross.

But betiding plants like petunias, zin- 
inias, stocks, spider plants, tomatoes, 
cabbage, etc., should not be set out 
until all danger of frost is over.

Thinning 

A common mistake of the new gar¬ 
dener is to sow seed too thickly and 
to aiicw plants to grow too close to¬ 
gether. Petunias, cosmos, zinnias and 
other fair-sized flowers should be 
thinned to at least 10 inches apart. 
Corn, cucumbers, melons and other 
things grown in individual hills should 
also bo thinned to not more than 
three or four plants. Crowded plants 
will be weak and spindly.

B.C. AND ITS 

“PINK SLIP” 

A number of local motorists 
are still in the dark in regard 
to British Columbia’s new auto¬ 
mobile accident law as it per¬ 
tains to the “pink slip”. 

Any motorist can enter B.C. 
regardless of whether his car is 
insured or not and once they 
obtain the traffic license re¬ 
ceived from the provincial police 
depot at Natal, for instance, 
they can continue to their de¬ 
stination. However should they 
fail to have this “pink slip” and 
become involved in an accident 
causing damage in excess of $25 
their car will be impounded un¬ 
til such time as considerable 
red tape has been cut through. 

To secure this “pink slip” a 
motorist must insure his car, 
the policy covering particularly 
the points of Public Liability

HELP IN CASE OF ACCIDENT 

Poisoned Wounds » From bite of animal - Treat immediately. Wash under running 
water to remove animal saliva. Have patient lie down and remain quiet. Apply ligature or band¬ 
age above wound to prevent spread of poison. With tip of knife or razor blade, sterilized by 
passing through flame, if possible, cut into wound, a depth of i toi inch over each fang mark, and 
let poison out. Apply suction, or if no other means available, suck the wound out by mouth, pro¬ 
vided there are no open sores or wounds in mouth, and remove as much poison as possible from 
it. Be careful not to swallow. Continue suction for about a half hour. Cauterize with nitric acid, 
chloride of zinc or nitrate of silver, or by applying white hot iron. Give patient stimulants and 
rush to doctor at once. 

Bui-ns and Scalds * Skin unbroken. A paste of baking soda in water; cod-liver, olive or 
castor oil; or vaseline. Cover with sterile gauze. Where skin is broken, apply wet baking soda, 
gentian violet jelly, picric acid gauze, or tanic acid jelly. Keep dressing moist. Chemical burns - 
wash immediately with large quantities of clean water before applying any other treatment. 

Fainting * Place flat on back, head lower than rest of body, loosen clothing, allow plenty of 
fresh air and keep warm.

In case of sun stroke, remove to shade. Apply cold water to head.

Butter, 22c per pound; tea, 
35c per pound; apples, $1.05 a 
case; potatoes, Netted Gems, 
90 lb. sack 79c; Kraft cheese 25c 
per ib.; flour, 98 lbs. $2.55; 
Chipso or Oxydol, large packets, 
19c; Crisco, 25c per lb. 

Revenue P. O.'s 
Change System 
Of Operation 

Commencing April 1, post of¬ 
fices which operated as revenue 
offices will in future operate 
under a new system. The local 
postmaster has been advised 
that both he and his staff will 
be taken into the Civil Service. 
Heretofore postmasters of this 
type of office were paid on a 
commission basis, and from his 
salary he paid the salaries of 
assistants, also rent, light, heat 
and repairs. Under the new 
system of operation all salaries 
will be paid by the Department. 
The Dept, will also furnish 
the necessary stationery and all 
equipment essential to the run¬ 
ning of the office, which in the 


past has been supplied by the 
post master. The Public Works 
Department will be responsible 
for the renting of the premises, 
heat, light, repairs and care¬ 
taker service. Post office box 
rentals were taken over by the 
Post Office Department from 
April first, and all monies re¬ 
ceived from box rentals will be 
a revenue of the department in¬ 
stead of the local postmaster. 

The Canadian Postmasters’ 
Association has worked for years 


in order to bring about improv¬ 
ed working conditions for post¬ 
masters and their staffs. Their 
efforts have not been in vain as 
the slow but sure betterment of 
working conditions has been the 
result of their representations 
and the friendly co-operation of 
the Post Office Department. The 
aims of the Association are, 
civil service status, promotion, 
superannuation, fair and reas¬ 
onable compensation; the plac¬ 
ing of all assistants on staff 


basis as civil servants, and a 
forty-four hour week. All these 
things have not yet material¬ 
ized but they are for the most 
part coming in the near future. 

Under the new regulations the 
lobby of the local post office will 
not be open to boxholders on 
Sunday. April 25 will be the last 
Sunday for lobby service. All 
outgoing mails, however, will be 
despatched on Sunday, and the 
collection is made promptly at 
eight p.m.

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Ottaw * pril 20 — New high marks 
in the number of policyholders, amount 
of life insurance in force, and payments 
to policyholders were attained by 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
in Canada during 1947, Glen J. Spahn, 
in charge of the company’s Canadian 
operations, announced concurrently 
with the publishing of Metropolitan’s 
annual statement. 

The number of policyholders in 
Canada at the end of 1947 was 2,340,000, 
showing that approximately one out of 
five Canadians is a Metropolitan 
policyholder. The amount of life 
insurance that they held was 
12,083,391,707 compared with 
*1,937,785,490 in 1946. The 1947 state¬ 
ment shows that 58% of this total 
is owned by Ordinary policyholders 
31% by Industrial policyholders and 
11% by Group policyholders. 

The amount of paid-for life insurance 
issued during 1947 was *209,634,649, a 
figure which carried Metropolitan’s 
Canadian business in force beyond 
the two-billion mark for the first time 
in its 75 years of operating in Canada.

In this connection, Mr. Spahn 
pointed out that the total amount that

*306,000,000. 

Metropolitan’s total investments in 
Canada at the end of 1947-amounted 
to $480,303,977. Of this amount, 51% 
is in Dominion of Canada Bonds. Since 
the close of the war Metropolitan’s 
new investments have gone increasingly 
to help meet the needs of industry and 
the community, just as they were 
doing before the war.

for Ordinary and Industrial policies. 
This involves a reduction in dividends 
in many cases. In spite of this, however, 
the amount reserved for dividends to 
policyholders payable in 1948 was 
$141,215,117 which is a new high total 
for the company. This is due mainly 
to the increase in the amount of 
business in force. Of this amount, 
Ordinary policyholders will receive 
$64,907,117, Industrial policyholders 
$45,655,000, Group policyholders 
(excluding accident and health) 
$22,725,000, and Accident and Health 
policyholders $7,928,000. Including the 
declaration for 1948, Metropolitan will 
have paid to policyholders in the form 
of dividends a total of $2,544,945,636.

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NOTES AND COMMENTS 

THANKS FOR A GOOD JOB WELL DONE 

It is problematical whether Canadians are fully informed 
as to the extensive changes in regard to post offices, postmas¬ 
ters and assistants in post offices, other than in cities, which 
came into operation April 1 this year. All postmasters in urban 
and rural post offices, other than in cities, will be paid a set 
salary in the future, and in addition the public works depart¬ 
ment of the federal government will provide the premises for 
post office purposes at all points where postal revenue is $3,000 
and upwards and where the revenue is under that figure the 
rental of premises paid and heating and lighting provided. 

Hitherto, postmasters have been paid on a commission 
basis, which has been 70% of stamp sales and five cents for 
each money order issued, as well as a commission on postal 
notes, radio licences, savings bank operations and annuities. 
Postmasters have provided lock-box facilities in their post 
offices and have operated them as their own separate business. 

In what appears to be an experiment involving many mil¬ 
lions of dollars, the postmasters in revenue offices are to be 
provided with premises, light, heat and equipment, and his as¬ 
sistants’ salary or wages paid. In the past the postmaster has 
had to pay his assistants out of the revenue of the office. 

The postmaster will be placed on a 44-hour week with no 
Sunday work. Coleman citizens and businessmen in particular 
are going to miss Sunday mail service. It is many years ago 
that Postmaster Frank Graham started Sunday service and 
only on very rare occasions was that service interrupted. He 
did not have to do it but he did. 

It is a service which was taken for granted by some but 
greatly appreciated by those who knew that the postmaster 
was each week showing a spirit of friendliness and courtesy to 
the public. 

Now that the postmaster is to maintain a considerably 
shortened work hour schedule than has prevailed in the past 
and which will permit him a more enjoyable family and social 
life we wish to thank him for past courtesies extended to the 
public, particularly as it applied to Sunday service ... it was 
nice having and we’ve had it. 

A SUGGESTION 

Coleman Choral Society is a young and newly organized 
body. It possesses leaders of youth and vigor. Its objective is 
to cultivate talent and musical interest in the Crows Nest Pass. 

Prior to the war when one thought in terms of culture as it 
pertained to the Pass, music invariably came to mind. During 
the war years the Crows Nest Pass Musical Festival was aban¬ 
doned, principally because the people who worked so hard to 
sponsor the Festival each year were actively engaged in sever¬ 
al war activities which absorbed practically all their spare 
time. 

The Festival has not been revived despite the fact that the 
war has been over for almost three years. There is not even 
talk of its revival. 

Here is the suggestion we wish to make. Let Coleman 
Choral Society give serious thought towards sponsoring the 
Festival. It has sufficient members to spread the work on 
many shoulders. It undoubtedly would receive the instant 
support of music teachers, school boards, councils and other 
Pass organizations which seek to constantly promote the musi¬ 
cal culture of the Pass. 

It would be a great loss if the Crows Nest Pass Musical 
Festival, which held such an exalted position among the musi¬ 
cal festivals of the province, was to be abandoned entirely. 

SEWAGE SYSTEM 

This week Coleman is to have a visit from the provincial 
sanitary inspector. Among other matters he will be asked to 
inspect and report upon two hotel cesspools which have caused 
trouble. 

Coleman possesses quite a large main street. On it are 
three hotels, Legion Club, several restaurants, apartments above 
three business blocks in addition to the many stores. With 
the exception of the stores the other establishments are bound 
to use a great deal of water and which must be directed into 
cesspools when its purpose has been served. 

One cannot blame the hotels because their cesspools give 
trouble. The trouble lies in the fact that Coleman lacks a sew¬ 
age system, particularly for its main and second streets. Should 
examination be made at the rear of main street lots it would 
not be surpising to find that the lots are taxed to accommodate 
additional cesspools. 

Some years ago a provincial sanitary engineer was in town 
and suggested that a sewage system be laid from the main 
street, follow the grade of the CPR track and a sewage field be 
established to the east of East Coleman. The figure given at 
that time was $10,000. It cannot be expected that the same cost 
holds true today. 

The day is rapidly coming however when serious study will 
have to be given the sewage problem and it is possible that the 
sanitary inspector who is to visit here this week-end might 
lean towards that solution as one oT permanency. 

“ON TO NELSON CARAVAN” 

A concerted effort is being made by Boards of Trade from 
Brandon, Man., to Victoria, B. C., to prevail upon Ottawa the 
necessity of building of a Trans Canada Highway through the 
prairies to the west coast. The southern route, with its wealth 
population, easy grades and accessibility to the United States 
highways, is logically the best route and for this reason the On 
To Nelson Caravan in its deliberations will urge Ottawa to 
construct a Southern Trans Canada highway. Coleman Board 
Of Trade should have a strong delegation in the Caravan when 
it leaves the Pass May 26.
